“SILVER MONEY 


Britain made its payment in Washington in 
silver, at fifty cents an ounce. The silver cost the 
British treasury thirty odd cents.an ounce. That 
in itself works out at a pretty fair rate of discount 
on the war debt. The saving is said to have been 
around thirty per cent of the amount of the in- 
stalment. 

This saving was possible because of the action 
of President Roosevelt in securing the consent of 
Congress to accept silver in payment at the fifty 
cent rate. Silver was not worth that when the 
arrangement was sanctioned, and the extension of 
the offer was undoubtedly a gesture of friendliness 
as well as a stroke of good business—on the part 
of the President and Congress. It is better to get 
something than to get nothing. 

The United States will lose nothing by accepting 
the silver. The metal will be piled in the vaults 
and “silver certificate” dollar bills issued against 
it. These pass as dollars in the payment of Gov- 
ernment accounts and in private business 

Those who are fond of monetary jig-saw puzzies 
might work out the question of who lost the fifteen 
cents per ounce’ that Britain gained 


CHALLENGING THE PUBLIC 

United States officers who were escorting an 
escaped convict back to Leavenworth penitentiary 
were attacked by bandits armed with machine 
guns, in front of the union station in Kansas City 
in broad daylight. Four of the officers were shot 
dead, along with the prisoner, and another officer 
wounded. The murderers escaped. 

This may not be war, but it looks enough like 
the real thing that the difference has to be ex- 
plained. And occurrences of the kind are frequent 
enough to show that the criminal element in the 
republic is an organized force, with men, money 
and intelligent direction, and that it intends to get 
control if violence and intimidation can prevail. 

They cannot prevail, in the long run. There, as 
elsewhere, law-abiding citizens out-number the 
criminals thousands to one. But they are leaving 
it to the criminals and the police to do the fighting 
One of these days the public will wake up and 
recognize the situation. When they do. the bandit 
fraternity will be wiped out, one way or another, 
and the business made too dangerous to attract 
others. 

People in the mass move slowly, but when they 
do move they get results. Also, unfortunately for 
themselves, people in the mass are prone to pay 
little attention to law enforcement until criminals 
compel them to do so. The “gun men” are giving 
our neighbors plenty of reason to declare war on 
thern 


WHAT IS TEN PER CENT.? 

A proposal is before the conference at London 
that a “horizontal cut” of ten per cent be made in 
all tariffs. Some of the delegates will recall hay- 
ing heard a somewhat similar proposal that was 
made at another conference in the same city in the 
fal! of 1930 

Premier Bennett, at the Imperial economic con- 
ference then being held in London, offered to 
admit British goods into Canada under a tariff 
preference of ten per cent, provided Britain im- 
posed a tariff against foreign products such as 
Canada wanted to sell in Britain. But the offer 
did not mean what it seemed to mean. 

British delegates assumed the Premier meant 
that where the Canadian tariff stood at forty per 
cent, British goods would be admitted at thirty per 
cent. Not at all. Mr. Bennett disillusioned them. 
If Canada’s general tariff were forty per cent 
British goods would be admitted at ten per cent 
less, or thirty-six per cent. 

Then the Imperial conference broke up. in a 
“blaze” of something that was not glory, with a 
memorable exchange of views between our Pre- 
mier and Mr. J. H. Thomas. It is to be hoped the 
present conference will not leave it to Mr. Bennett 
to do the interpreting of any tariff resolutions it 
may adopt. 

Marking down the presen’ impossible world 
tariffs by a full “ten per cent” would hardly start 
a@ revolutionary revival of trade To reduce them 
according to Mr. Bennett's formula would start 
nothing. 


THE CURTAILMENT CAMPAIGN 
Hail storms and destructive winds have joined 
the grasshoppers and the scorching sun to help re- 
duce the western wheat crop. The saw fly may 
appear in due season, and an early frost is not by 
any means beyond the range of possibilities 
According to the crop curtailment policy that 
is sponsored by the Dominion and the prairie pro- 
vincial Governments, this sort of thing is to be 
supposed to be just what the country needs. If we 


are growing too much wheat and could get rich 
by growing less, anything that cuts down the yield 
is to be taken as a blessing, though it may be in 
disguise.

Whether the World Economic Conference brings 
about tariff and currency reforms (which is a mat- 
ter for much doubt) it was worth the elaborate 
stage setting to have Maxim Litvinoff make his 
announcement that Soviet Russia is prepared, given 
favorable credit and export conditions, to place or- 
ders for $1,000,000,000 in excess of its presently 
planned foreign purchases. 

He outlined the things Russia is prepared to 
buy; 100 per cent of last year’s world shipbuilding 
Output; 33 per cent of the annual world export of 
machinery; from 25 to 66 per cent of all existing 
world stocks of non-ferrous metals such as alum- 
inum, nickel, copper and lead; $200,000,000 of fer- 
rous metals; $100,000,000 of raw materials for tex- 
tile, leather and rubber industries; $400,000,000 
worth of machinery and railway equipment and 
quantities of coffee which at present Brazil is burn- 
ing on refuse heaps to keep prices up.

There isn't much likelihood of Litvinoff's offer 
being accepted, not even by United States, though 
Senator Borah, chairman of the Senate committee 
on foreign rélations has an article in July Cosmo- 
politan magazine, outlining all that Russia needs 
and all that United States could supply. He pic- 
tures the 167,000,000 people of new Russia standing 
outside the industrial store windows of United 
States, wishful to buy, yet debarred from entry by 
the policy of non-recognition. 

Here are some of the purchases which he says 
Russia must make during the present year: In- 
dustrial machinery, $140,000,000; agricultural ma- 
chinéry and parts, $2,000,000; automobiles, $2,500,- 
000; tractors $300,000; auto parts, $4,000,000; pre- 
cision instruments, $8,000,000; electrical machinery, 
$44,000,000; chemical products, $3,500,000; paints and 
dyes, $900,000; railway cars and locomotives $4,200,- 
000; livestock, hides and leather goods, $15,000,000; 
metals, metal products and wire, $80,000,000; tex- 
tile raw materials, $27,000,000; seeds, glassware, 
rubber, fertilizer, vegetable oils, etc., $8,500,000. 

The above items enumerated by Senator Borah 
are what Russia will buy, nilly-willy. They total 
$339,900,000. What Litvinoff offers is a billion dol- 
lars in addition to the above.

Why won't it be accepted? Russia will require 
long credits and normal entry for Soviet exports 
in return. Long credits could be arranged. Britain 
has an historic policy of arranging long credits for 
purchasers with her wealth, thus énsuring con- 
tinuity of output for her factories, in contradis- 
tinction to the American policy of loaning wealth 
by bond issues to other countries. Where Russia's 
difficulty will be, is in obtaining normal entry for 
her exports. 

We had an illustration here in Canada when an 
attempt was made to bting in shiploads of high 
grade gasoline oil in return for the stored stocks 
of the Aluminum Company at Quebec. With gas- 
oline prices in Canada two and three times higher 
than they are south of the border, there should in 
theory have’ been brass bands on the wharves at 
Montreal to welcome the Russian oil. Instead, 
such a protest was made at getting cheap oil with 
a high gasoline content, that the government took 
steps to prevent further entry. 

Russia, like Canada, has a wealth of timber. 
She would want to ship lumber to Britain or 
United States in return for purchases of machinery 
and manufactures. Since the Fordney-Smoot tariff 
raised the duty on Canadian sawn lumber from $1 
a thousend feet to $4 a thousand feet, the Canadian 
lumberman has lost his best market. Unable to ship 
it across the border, he is clinging to the hope of 
being able to ship lumber half way round the 
world to Great Britain. He would resent the nor- 
mal entry of Russian lumber into Great Britain, 
just as the American lumberman, having barred 
out his Canadian competitor, would resent the nor- 
mal entry of Russian lumber into United States. 

So, too, in every line of exchange, Russia's will- 
ingness to give in kind more than she receives, 
makes her a menace to the existing economic or- 
der. There is very little likelihood that the world 
will accept the Russian offer of relief from over- 
burdened stocks at the price of normal entry of 
Russian products

Litvinoff’s offer is valuable for the dramatic 
manner in which it exhibits the clash between the 
old and the new economic orders. The Inter- 
national Economic Conference of 1927 admitted on 
paper “the peaceful co-existence of the capitalist 
and Socialist systems.” In reality there can be no 
co-existence of the two systems. They are antag- 
onistic in conception, in aim and in method. ‘The 
one is based on the theory of the incentive of 
private gain; the other is based on the elimination 
of private gain. 

The offer of the Soviet foreign commissar 
cannot be accepted because it would cut away the 
ground from private profit. Russia can produce oil 
and lumber and other articles of export at so low 
a price there would be no room left for private 
profit to competing firms.

If one were living some sort of simple life and 
engaging in simple barter, the neighbor who in- 
sisted on giving you an excess of vegetables and 
fruits in return for the fish you had given him 
from the surplus of your catch, would be regarded 
as a very welcome neighbor to do business with. 
Under a private profit system he is a menace, 
flooding the market with goods on easy terms of 
exchange and preventing one from levying a priv- 
ate profit out of the neighborhood needs. 

If private profit were not in issue in the Litvin- 
off offer, it would be gladly accepted, Russia's 
offer to give generously of lumber and oil and 
canned fish and furs in return for our machinery, 
re would put her in the class of the good neigh- 

r 

Some day perhaps, the world will come to a 
point where the early meaning of “goods,” ie, 
something good or desirable, will be restored. 
People then will wonder in amaze at the madness 
of the peoples of the twentieth century in agitating 
themselves, and denying themselves and burdening 
themselves with officials and taxes, lest their 
neighbors might inflict upon them some “goods” 
at too low a@ price for the welfare of the private 
profiteers. 

Litvinoff's offer won't be wasted on thin air if 
it drives some people to think.

Health and Diét Advice

SUMMER BEST TIME TO BUILD UP HEALTH 

June 22nd, marks the first day of summer. At 
one time the late summer was the period during 
which the most sickness occurred and was dreaded 
on account of-typhoid fever, “summer complaint,” 
and other disorders which made the séason one of 
the most dangerous of the year. 

However, we have now learned how to avoid 
the diseases of summer to a large extent and as a 
result the summer season is the healthiest of then, 
all, judging from the health of the public as a 
whole. 

If you made a chart of health for the entire 
year you would mark the highest peak sometime 
during August, when health is best; during the 
winter your health line would start down and it 
would reach the lowest dip during spring and start 
back up again when summer returned. Most peo- 
ple reach their health peak during summer. You 
might describe it as though they went to the bank 
of health during the summer and made deposits 
that would add to their sum total of health, piling 
up a reserve of strength and resistance that they 
will draw upon next winter. 


Since summer is so important a time for build- 
ing up your health and increasing your vitality in 
every way, I am going to point out some of the best 
ways for you to overcome that “run-down” feeling 
of spring and to “wind up” during summer. 

I Believe that the principal reason most people 
gain in health during summer is that they use a 
better diet. The foods which are plentiful and so 
tempting at this time are the fresh vegetables, such 
as string beans, summer squash, small peas, corn 
on the cob, etc, and also the fresh fruits such as 
cherries, peaches, apricots, nectarines, melons, etc. 
These are the foods best adapted to improve health. 
They contain vitamins, food minerals and roughage, 
all of which are needed in the diet if we are to 
stay healthy and all of which are easily neglected 
in the average winter diet. During the summer 
these foods become both plentiful and cheap. Many 
of my readers living in Canada or in the northern 
parts of the United States write to me that it is 
only during summer that they are able to secure 
plenty of the non-starchy vegetables which I 
recommend. If you, too, have difficulty in securing 
a wide variety of the fresh vegetables during 
winter, then now is the time for you to enjoy them 
in abundance. 

Those who find the cleansing fruit fast, using 
cherries, berries, or grapes, hard to follow during 
winter could very easily take the fast during the 
season that thése foods are at their ripest and 
cheapest. The summer offers a splendid time to 
take the short fruit fast. Those who hesitate to 
try the fast during cold weather find that the 
warm summer months are an ideal time to carry 
it out. But whether used for fasting or feasting, 
the foods of summer are excellent. 

If the heat of the “dog days” leaves you wilted, 
you will find that by taking a lunch consisting of 
a large salad, or by making the noon méal of one 
kind of fruit, that you will have cooling foods that 
greatly lessen your discomfort. 

After right diet, the next most important health 
habit during summer is outdoor exercise, Many 
pleasant forms of activity are waiting for you such 
as swimming, hiking, golfing, bicycling, tennis, 
gardening, etc., and they are of benefit in increas- 
ing strength and well-being.

possible I would suggest that you supplement your 
outdoor activity with exposure of the bare skin to 
the sunlight. . 

Some of the minor discomforts of summer are 
sunburn, poison ivy, insect bites, and small cuts, 
; but by using care you will be able to avoid most 
of them and will come through the summer not 
only happier, but healthier.

Hope to Collect $200,000 


in Arrears by Offering 
Reduction 


Edmonton land and property tax 
Qrrears at present total $1,362,679, 
the civic finance committee learned 
when it dealt with the question of 
tax arrears and penalties at its 
tegular meeting at city hall, Wed-, 
fesday. 

The committee recommended to 
@ity council the adoption of the re- 
Commendation submitted by city 
Commissioners, as follows: | 

“Your commissioners have con- 
sidered the possibility of offering 
some inducement to property-own- 
ers in arerars with their taxes ovt- 
sianding as at December 31, 1931, 
and it is believed that a basis could 
be established which would result 
in property-owners concerned who 
make payments on or before August 
31 next obtaining a reduction up to 
but not exceeding 10 per cent. of 
the total amount of accumulated 
arrears.” 

The “following is an approximate 
analysis of the tax arrears outstand- 
ing at the present time as furnished 
by the city assessor: consolidated 
tax arrears, per agrecments, $171,- 
466.08; 1930 tax arrears, $86,384.12; 
1931 tax arrears, $288,821.98; tofal, | 
$546,672.18; plus 1932 tax arrears, | 
$816,007.35, giving a grand total of 
$1,362,679.53. 

Commissioner David Mitchell said 
there was a possibility the city 
might be successful in collecting 
some $200,000 in tax arrears by this 
method. 


QUESTION TABLED 


The committee also dealt with 
the proposal sponsored by the ad- 
visory committee on unemployment 
that in a case where a person on 
relief secured odd jobs that no de- 
duction be made from his relief al-| 
lowance until the sum earned ex- 
ceeded $4 per month per dependent 
for a three-month period. This ques- 
tion was tabled and the committee 
reported progress to city council. 

R. Metcalfe, representing the un- 
employed on the advisory commit- 
tee, spoke on the proposal and urg- 
ed the suport of the finance body. | 

He claimed that the idea would 
serve as an incentive to relief cases 
making every attempt to secure 
work of some kind. The four-dol- 
lar clause in the motion, would 
safeguard those on relief insofar as, 
no reductions would be made un- 
til the unemployed person had 
earned a certain sum. 

Mrs. F, J. Conroy, another mem- 
ber of the advisory committee, also 
gave her support to the scheme. 
However, she submitted as an al- 
ternative to the proposal that any 
reductions made on the relief al- 
lowances on account of wages re- 
ceived by relief cases be applied as 
&@ credit to the clothing allowance. 

She declared that the present 
clothing allowance of 40 cents per 
person per month was inadequate. 

Mrs. Conroy also made reference 
to the National Emergency Relief 
Fund, inquiring as to the amount 
of assistance the city had received 
through the campaign. She believ- 
ed it had been very little. 

NO CASH ASSISTANCE 

Commissioner David Mitchell ex- 
plained that Edmonton had receiv- 
ed no cash assistance in connec- 
tion with the Fund, but had been 
given clothing and other supplies 
through the Red Cross. 

It was the concensus of opinion 
at the meeting that such clothing 
was of a very poor grade. 

With regard to the suggestion 
made by A. G. Harrison, of Edmon- 
ton, that a free grant be made by 
the city of vacant lots for build- 
ing purposes, city commissioners 
reported that it was doubtful if the 
city would be legally entitled to 
adopt such a plan without a ref- 
erence being made to the burgesses 
by way of a plebiscite. This item 
was filed by the committee. 

Commissioners further pointed 
out that property-owners having 
vacant lots for sale would.be pre- 
judiced by the adoption of such a 
plan.

“Is it a man’s own business, 
or is tt the worry and resnponsi- 
bility of the state when he 
makes an attempt on his own 
life?” 

Below are listed thé opinions 
of several citizens on this 
ticklish subject: 

MAJOR HECTOR C. HABKIRK of 


the Salvation Army:—“A_ man 
who attempts to take his own life 


has been punished enough by the | 


circumstances and forces of life 
which drove him to the rash act, 


without the state stepping in with | 


further punishment. A man’s sui- 
cide is a matter that is the busi- 
ness of himself only, a_ secret 
between himself and his Creator 
The same line of thought applies 


when he attempts suicide and 
fails. In imposing penalties, the 
state is interfering in reserved 
ground.”

DR. H. H. HEPBURN:—“An act of 


this kind is altogether dependent | 


on the circumstances. I would 
say that anyone suffering from an 
incurable disease and is no use to 
himself or anyone else, is justi- 
fied in taking his own life. On the 
other hand, if through suicide he 
evades his duties and responsi- 
bilities I would not agree with 
his way out.” 

ALFRED RYMER, merchant of the 
Oxford Book Exchange:—'If the 
mental state of a man’s mind 
leads him to attempt suicide and 
he fails, the failure is sufficient 
punishment without the state in- 
terfering. Prosecuting an attempt- 
ed suicide is rubbing it in—kick- 
ing a man when he is down. The 
whole matter hinges on the moral 
code under which a person has 
been brought up and morality is 
just a matter of geography.
